th a t ho was m ade to “ hold th e bag ” 
for the g uilty parties. 
It is a most 
unfortunate affair, but his friends in 
this city , say th a t he w ill be vindicat­ 
ed w hen the facts in tlie case are learn­ 
ed. 
Before he accepted the position at 
the Tiffany 
em ploy m ent ag ency in 
July , M r. W aite was em ploy ed w ith J. 
L. 
A shw orth, the drug g ist in this 
city .

T he Indianapolis S tar this m orning 
say s: 
“ W. J. W aite, an em ploy m ent 
ag ency m an, who was arrested on a 
charg e of em bezzlem ent, was arraig ned 
before Judg e W hallon in Police court 
y esterday m orning am i his case was 
continued until Oct. 30th. 
His bond 
was fix ed by *the court at $1000. 
“ N ine m ore women w ho say they 
have paid money into the em ploy m ent 
ag ency w ith the ex pectation of obtain 
ing positions have appeared at the 
police station to m ake th eir com plaints

head, he w ould surely be a ring er of a 
reg ular comic opera bandit. 
When seen a t the ja il y esterday even­ 
ing , he inquired w hat he was held 
for. 
Some 
one told 
him th a t the 
officers suspicioned him of being the 
party th a t drow ned an ag ed lady in 
the Wabash river last week. 
H e r e ­ 
plied th a t he had never drow ned a 
sing le old lady in all his life, and 
crossed his heart to prove w hat lie was 
telling was the truth , sure enoug h. 
L ater, when he was apprised of the 
facts he threw 57 varieties of fits, 
because any one dared to th ink th a t 
he was an Italian. 
He said: “ Now 
w hat do y ou think of that.

GOES TO KENTUCKY 


Is 
Arising in the Ca se 


O'Ba ny in, Accused o f Un 


spea ka ble Crime 


O’fia ny in, in Ja il Here, Sa y s He 


in Wro ng ly Accused by 


Ira te Bro ther 


M arshal O ’B any in, of R aleig h, is iu 
the county ja il, accused of a most 
atrocious and heinous crim e. 
He was 
broug ht here y esterday evening from 
R ichm ond, w here he was arrested in 
a hotel, in com pany w ith M ary T ay lor, 
of R aleig h. 
The g irl 
is 
seventeen 
y ears old, and the R ichm ond papers 
state th a t she is feeble m inded. 
H arm on T ay lor, a brother of the 
g irl, w ho w ent to R ichm ond a fte r her, 
Tuesday , and broug ht her back to this 
city last nig h t, 
told a p itiful story . 
He said th a t his fath er and m other 
w ere both dead, and his sister kept 
house for him and another brother in 
th eir little home in R aleig h. 'O ’Bany - 
in, he alleg ed, had been com ing about 
th eir home for some tim e, w inning the 
g ood g races of both he and his brother, 
bnt neith er suspicioned his real p ur­ 
pose until recently , w h en'they beg an 
to g ive him the cold shoulder, and 
cautioned th e ir sister ag ainst becom ing 
too fa m iliar w ith him . 
M onday , he 
said, they learned th a t O ’B any in had 
enticed th e ir sister aw ay from home, 
leaving R aleig h on foot, w alking to 
L ew isville, a distance of five m iles, 
w here the couple boarded an interur- 
ban car for Richm ond. 
He then review ed the story told by 
the R ichm ond police, of how O ’B any in 
had taken the g irl to a hotel and lock­ 
ed her in a room ; then w ent out and 
became intox icated, and on his [return 
attem pted to com m it an unspeakable 
crim e. 
W ith slow sad voice, he re it­ 
erated how they were discovered by 
the m anag er of the hotel who sounded 
the alarm , and the m elodram atic c li­ 
m ax of th e rescue by the R iiclim ond 
police, who had to break dow n the 
door to g ain an entrance. 
T ay lor say s he w ill file 
charg es 
jig ainst O ’B any in. 
O ’B any in is a m an about 50 y ears of 
ag e, and traps and hunts for live li­ 
hood, besides the bit of “ tinke ring ” 
he does about R aleig h. 
He was seen 
in the county ja il last nig h t, but he 
tells somewhat; different story than 
th a t of H arm on Tay lor. 
He said th a t on Oct. 3d, he was in 
some m anner injured by an interur- 
ban car in C am bridg e C ity , and th a t 
M arv T ay lor was present 
and saw 
just how the accident occurred. 
He 
claim ed th a t he was arrang ing to file 
a dam ag e suit ag ainst the com pany , 
and had em ploy ed H enry U. Johnson, 
of R ichm ond, for th at end. 
He de­ 
clared that he was taking the g irl to 
R ichm ond to have his attorney consult 
w ith her, along w ith other w itnesses, 
reg arding the accident. 
On his arrival in R ichm ond, O 'B any ­ 
in claim s the g irl became ill, and he 
say * be assisted Iter to a m illinery store 
nearby , w here w illing hands cared for 
her, w hile he w ent out to arrang e for 
hotel accom m odations. 
T his, he said, 
he procured, and the g irl was taken 
to the place. 
He say s he never laid 
his hands on the’g irl, and he furth er 
stated th a t her brothers knew of her 
intentiion of g oing to R ichm ond as a 
w itness, for they had talked about it 
several tim es. 
O ’B any in is w ell know n in th is city , 
and has been arrested a num ber of 
tim es for intox ication, but aside front 
th at, never g ave the police any trouble. 
H e is a m arried m an. but has been 
separated from his w ife for th irteen 
y ears, but never divorced. H is w ife 
lives w ith a daug hter in Anderson.

K ansas O ily , 
O ctober 25.—In the 
ruins of the C ham ber of Commerce 
building in K ansas C ity , K an., de­ 
stroy ed by fire early today , there are 
any w here from half a dozen to th irty 
bodies, according to estim ates g iven 
out this m orning by lfirem en who had 
w orked the scenes all nig ht. 
A t 8 o’clock th is m orning the body 
of D. R. Young , laborer, ag e six tv- 
tw o y ears. was removed from the ruins. 
Y oung had lived on the fourth floor 
w ith^lns fam ily . 
The fate of the fam ­ 
ily is not know n. 
Y oung 's body was 
so.badly bnrned th a t it was difficult 
to identify it. 
The actual loss of life 
w ill not be know n until a thoroug h 
search of the ruins’can be m ade and 
probably not then, as some of the fire 
m en assert th a t m any bodies have been 
burned to ashes. 
The buililng w hich was used as a 
tenem ent liouse, contained one h und­ 
red rooms and held, as near as can lie 
learned betw een tw o hundred and three 
hundred persons a t the tim e tho fire 
broke out at 12 :30 o’clock. 
M ost of 
these composed fam ilies, others were 
transients, whose nam es are unknow n. 
Loss by fire, over $50,000.
